WASHINGTON (UPI> -Spon­ 
sors of a proposed constitutional 
amendment to permit prayer in 
public schools agreed today to 
revise its language in a last 
minute bid for more House 
support. 
They agreed to a proposal to 
substitute the word “voluntary’' 
for the word “ nondenomination- 
al 
in 
describing 
the 
type 
prayer that would be allowed in 
schools and other public build­ 
ings under the amendment. 
Despite the change in the 
language, opponents said as the 
House neared a showdown vote 
that opposition to changing the 
Constitution with the amend­ 
ment had been steadily rising. 
On an initial test vote, which 
affirmed the decision to force a 
vote on the proposed amend­ 
ment. the roll call was 242 to 
156. a substantial majority, but 
far short of the required two- 
thirds margin. 


Scientists watch for effects of test 


Prisoners 
need better 
law library 


WASHINGTON 
< U P I )—The 
Supreme Court ruled today that 
California must provide better legal 
help than the current list of books it 
has made available for indigent 
prisoners who want to test the 
fairness of their conviction. 
In 
a 
two-paragraph, 
unsigned 
opinion, the court affirmed a ruling 
by a special three-judge federal 
pannel in San Francisco on Mav 28, 
1970. 
The 
panel 
struck 
down 
a 
California prison regulation that 
established 
an exclusive list of 
“ basic codes and references” for 
prison use. The panel said this 
material “ would offer meager fare 
to a criminal lawyer.” 
California, seeking to retain the 
regulation, 
argued 
before 
the 
Supreme Court that law books could 
be a hmderance to convicts with 
limited education, who would only 
sprinkle 
their 
habeas 
corpus 
petitions 
with 
“ voluminous, 
irrelevant and confusing citations.” 
The panel did not recommend any 
specific reform for the California 
prison system. It suggested use of 
public defenders or programs in 
which law students and professors 
could help the indigent convict. 
“The solution thus far chosen by 
California is patchwork.” the panel 
said. "The affluent are guaranteed 
the right 
to communicate with 
private counsel and to buy personal 
law books without restriction ... The 
indigent, 
however, 
relegated 
to 
seeking out fellow inmates with 
legal 
knowledge 
and 
to 
the 
resources of the prison law library, 
the contents of which are severely 
limited...” 
Under 
the 
panel’s 
decision 
California state authorities were 
required to file new regulations by 
Sept. 1, 1970. This order was stayed 
pending a Supreme Court ruling. 
The Supreme Court cited a 1969 
Tennessee case in which it held that 
a state may not enforce, in the 
absence of alternatives, a regulation 
barring 
inmates 
from 
assisting 
other persons in preparing court 
papers. Justice Abe Fortas wrote 
the opinion. 
The California suit was brought by 
a group of prisoners at various state 
facilities.

Scientists watched today for the 
first signs of collapse in the surface 
at ground zero more than a mile 
above successful explosion of a five- 
megaton 
nuclear 
warhead 
on 
Amchitka Island. 
A dish-shaped crater upwards of 
50 feet deep and 2,000 feet wide is 
expected 
to 
form 
when 
super 
thermal 
temperatures 
cool 
and 
pressure recedes in the underground 
chamber created by the Cannikin 
test Saturday. 
The blast caused the largest earth 
tremor ever produced by man, 
rocking the island with a heaving, 
buckling motion. But fears it would 
set off disastrous earthquakes and 
tidal waves proved unfounded. 
Dave Jackson, Atomic Energy 


Commission 
information 
olticer, 
said it may take as long as two or 
three days for the crater to develop 
because of the depth of the explosion 
from the surface. 
As the earth slides back into the 
hollow cavity from above, some 
seismic disturbance will result. But 
Jackson said it will be “ many, many 
times less” than the level caused by 
the blast itself. 
The explosion was recorded at 
between 6 75 and 7.4 on the Richter 
earthquake scale at seismographs 
around the world. 
When the one-megaton Mil row 
experiment was conducted on the 
island two years ago, the surface 
depression did not form until 37 
hours after the blast. The Milrow 
explosion 
was nearly 
2,000 feet 


closer to the earth's surface than the 
Cannikin test. 
Jackson discounted any possibility 
ot radioactive leakage as the crater 
develops. "In effect, it will work to 
seal in the radiation.” he said. 
However, monitoring devices are 
being maintained to continuously 
sample air and water in the island’s 
vicinity.

Red China delegates 
to U.N. enroute to NY 


PARIS (UPI) —A delegation of 
Chinese Communist officials left 
Paris today en route to New York to 
make preliminary arrangements for 
Peking's takeover of the China seat 
in the United Nations. 
Police in New York said the 
Chinese delegation was due from 
Paris at 12:15 p.m. EST, aboard an 
Air France jetliner. 
The Chinese, wearing Mao.style 
suits, landed at Le Bourget airfield 
from Canton by way of Karachi and 
Damascus 
aboard 
a 
Pakistani 
International Airlines jet Sunday 
night. They had been scheduled to 
arrive at Orly airport but it was 
fogged in. 
Chinese diplomats met the group 
and took them into Paris aboard a 
minibus driven by a chauffeur from 
the Chinese embassy. 
Smiling and chatting, the Chinese 
grinned 
for 
photographers 
but 
declined to identify 
themselves.

described them as “ functionaries” 
of the Peoples Republic of China but 
said “ we have no information.”

More troops 
withdrawn 
from Vietnam

States withdrew another 5,600 men 
from Vietnam last week to bring 
total American strength there down 
to a six-year low of 191,100 men as

expected to transform the American 
role into an advisory and supply 
operation by next summer 


U.S. spokesman said that the drop 
last week was the largest weekly 
decline since the week ending last 
May 6. It came mostly from the 
Americal Division, which shut down 
operations and is phasing out of the 
war zone. Those who left were 4,600 
soldiers and 1,000 airmen. 


The 191,100 men remaining are the 
fewest since December, 1965. when 
there were 184,300 men in the war 
zone. President Nixon has set a goal 
of no more than 184,000 men left in 
Vietnam bv Dec. 1.

Anchorage. 
The blast —250 times as powerful 
as the bomb dropped on Hiroshima 
during World War II -tilte d the 
trailers a half-mile from the bomb 
shaft 
and 
caused 
“ considerable 
damage 
to two small buildings at 
ground zero. 
The island earth movement also 
caused damage to a service road 
about a mile and a half from the 
blast site and heavy equipment was 
sent to the scene Sunday to repair 
the highway. 


The results of the test vindicated 
AEC scientists who had insisted the 
explosion could be conducted safely 
despite environmentalists’ concern 
about possible disastrous earth­ 
quakes, tidal waves and radiation 
leaks into the atmosphere.

In response to a question from 
Sen Birch Bay, D-Ind., Powell said 
that 
in hearing cases involving 
companies in which he has stock, he 
would recognize as the guiding 
principle a proposed canon of the 
American 
Bar Association (ABA) 
that says a judge should disqualify 
himself if he has any financial 
interest 
in a litigant appearing 
before him. 
Powell said the major portion of his 
stock holdings was in the Sperry and 
Hutchinson company. He said he 
could not dispose of this stock 
without suffering a substantial loss 
because of the tax liability. 
Sperry and Hutchinson is involved 
in

Supreme Court. 
Powell said in response to Bayh’s 
questions that a blind trust would be 
“of little assistance.” because the 
trustees would have to report gains 
or losses on his income tax forms.

Murder in Grass Valley: family of five 


GRASS VALLEY, Calif. ( U P I ) - A 
mother and her four children were 
shot 
to death and 
her parents 
critically wounded Sunday in the 
fourth mass slaying recently which 
have taken 35 lives in the Sierra 
Nevada 
foothills. 
The 
woman’s 
estranged husband was arrested 105 
miles away. 


"He offered no resistance-he 
couldn’t," said Lt. Ed Maybrun of 
the Sonoma County sheriff’s office. 
"I had my shotgun stuck six inches 
from his nose.” 


Charlene Sheriff Vichi, 31, and her 
four children 
were slain at her 
parents home in a small village 10 
miles south of here in gold rush 
country. Mrs. Vichi’s parents were 
seriously wounded 
The children. Michelle Sheriff, 13; 


Steven Sheriff, 10;. David Vichi. 4 
and Tina Vichi, I xk . all had been 
living with their grandparents and 
attending school in Grass Valley.

Nate was not on the South­ 
ern Airways DC-9 that rainy 
night when the plane, flying 
lor the m o u n t a i n t o p Tri- 
State Airport, hit the tops of 
pine trees instead, cart­ 
wheeled into a mountainside, 
landed nose first, exploded 
and disintegrated. Teams of 
scientists were sent down 
from Washington. D C., and 
after two weeks of laborious 
work, 69 bodies were posi­ 
tively i dentified. The re­ 
mains of six others, all play­ 
ers, were buried in a com­ 
mon grave. 


It was the worst Ameri­ 
can sports team disaster in 
history, and followed by a 
month the crash that killed 
14 W i c h i t a State football 
players and their coaches. 
Nate Ruffin, one year 
later, can talk about the 
crash calmly. No hint of 
tears in Nate’s brown eyes, 
as he sits on a dormitory 
couch. His black face is 
gentle, absorbed, intelligent, 
without facade. His voice is 
slightly husky. His body. 6 
feet, 180 pounds, though 
solid, seems slight. 
"I said I’d never play any 
more ball,” said Nate Ruf­ 
fin. “ I felt no desire. All my 
friends were gone. I figured 
I didn’t have to play any­ 
way. I’ve got these calcium 
deposits and the doctors say 
that if I get a blow a certain 
way on the nerve, my right 
arm will become paralyzed 
for life. You know. I couldn’t 
unbend my arm for six 
months. I learned to do ev­ 


erything left-handed.” 
A f te r awhile, 
Nate 
changed his mind about 
playing. "I wanted to be a 
part of this young team, 
this rebuilding team,” he 
said. "I guess I felt an ob­ 
ligation to the dead, too.” 
Nate is a senior, the last 
living link of a Marshall 
team that had the school’s 
first undefeated freshman 
squad, in 1968, then suffered 
through the disillusionment 
and embarrassment of a re­ 
cruiting s ca nd al that re­ 
sulted in Marshall being in­ 
definitely suspended from 
the Mid-American Confer­ 
ence in 1969, then undergo­ 
ing a thorough house-clean- 
¡ng-—a team that had hopes 
of becoming one of the best 
in Marshall history. 
“The greatest memory of 
that team,” said Nate, "was 
when we beat B o wl i n g 
Green in 1969. If we lost to 
them, we would have broken 
the national record for win- 
less games, at 28 The whole 
week was called, Stop the 
Streak Week’ on campus. 
Oh, we were so fired up for 
that game. BG was a pow­ 
erhouse. a big favorite. We 
won 27-16. The Green Bay 
Packers couldn’t have beat 
us that Saturday.” 
Nate was one of three 
starters who did not make 
the trip to East Carolina 
State. The other two were 
Ed Carter and Felix Jordan. 
Jordan, like Nate, had been 
injured. Carter’s case was 
eerie His father had died a 
few days before and Carter, 
of course, attended the fu­ 
neral. His mother asked Ed 
to stay home with her for 
that weekend. 


Carter and Jordan 
are 
juniors now. They and Nate 
formed the nucleus of the 
new team, a team seemingly 
a kind of crazy quilt, with a 
tew* transfer students, some 
walk-ons, green kids off last 
year’s frosh team, and 
greener kids who last season 
were 
p l a y i n g 
for 
high 
schools in Barrackville, 
W.Va.; Toronto, Ohio; 
Louisa, Ky.; Pleuna, Ala. 
Twenty of the 22 starters 
are freshmen and sopho­ 
mores. The team is playing 
the same schedule, against 
the same tough, experienced 
opponents that the crash vic­ 
tims would have played In 
its first home game this sea­ 
son, Marshall was a 20-poinl 
underdog against X a v i e r , 
and won on a last-second 
touchdown. It was called, 
around town, "the miracle 
game.” 
Marshall lost its 
next game to Miami (Ohio). 
66-6, and lost the two after 
that. But on Homecoming 
against Bowling Green, a 
team with bowl aspirations, 
a team that had beaten 
Miami by 30 points, Mar­ 
shall dominated the game 
and won. 
"It seemed like these were 
more than just f ootbal l 
games, just like the season 
seems more than just a foot­ 
ball season,” said Marshall’s 
new football coach. Jack 
Lengyel. "We’re a kind of 
symbol, I think. It may 
sound corny, but I think 
we’re symbolizing the spirit 
ot A m e r i c a , the idea of 
proving that you can come 
back from adversity.”

More than 20 countries in various 
parts of the world have American 
nuclear weapons, either deployed or 
in reserve.

A massive campaign designed to 
combat an alarming increase in 
shoplifting has been announced by 
State Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger. It will include increased 
a r r e s t s 
a n d 
p r o s e c u t i o n s , 
strengthening of surveillance and 
detection operations within stores 
and an extensive public service 
program stressing the seriousness 
of shoplif ting. 
Younger cited the 
actual increase in 
shoplifting 
at 
175 
per cent during the 
p a s t 
te n 
y e a r s 
according to Feder­ 
al Bureau of Inves­ 
tigation records. 


“ In Southern California alone, more 
than $200.000.000 in merchandise 
was stolen through shoplifting and 
pilferage." Younger said. 
Younger 
believes 
that 
every 
person caught shoplifting is subject 
to arrest and prosecution and we 
know that most Lompoc m erchants 


feel the sam e way. 
“ Shoplifting 
is 
stealing. 
the 
attorney general explained, “ and 
the penalties in California can result 
in 
a 
$500 
fine or

months 
imprisonment. If the merchandise 
stolen is worth more than $200 it is a 
felony of fense. 
School administrations are to be 
involved in the campaign.
